CLASSIFICATION  OF  DAHLIAS 


Cactus  Dahlias  are  distinguislied  by  their  long,  twisted  or 
pointed  petals. 

Decorative  Dahlias  include  loose  flowering  varieties  which 
are  full,  or  nearly  full,  to  the  center  with  broad,  nearly  flat 
petals. 

Show  Dahlias.  Applies  to  those  varieties  producing  large, 
round,  quilled,  well  formed  flowers  showing  only  solid  colors, 
but  many  frequently  have  shaded  tips. 

Fancy  Dahlias  include  nearly  all  round,  variegated,  quilled 
varieties,  although  the  lines  are  not  deflnitely  drawn  between 
the  Show  and  Fancy  varieties. 

Pompon  Dahlias.  This  class  embraces  the  small,  round, 
miniature  Dahlias,  the  plants  of  which  are  generally  of  the 
dwarf  habit.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS. 

A sandy  or  light  soil  is  best  for  dahlias,  but  they  will  do  well 
in  any  soil  not  too  wet.  Spade  and  lighten  the  soil  thoroughly 
one  or  one  and  one-half  feet  deep. 

In  this  latitude  plant  from  May  12th  to  June  30th.  Do  not 
plant  near  trees.  Plant  in  a good  sunn^^  situation.  Dig  holes 
eighteen  inches  deep,  put  in  six  inches  of  rotten  manure  and  cov- 
er six  inches  deep;  lay  the  bulb  on  its  side  and  cover  lightly  at 
flrst  and  All  in  later.  If  the  ground  is  naturally  moist  plant  near 
surface  and  cover  with  sand.  Dahlias  like  lime  and  cut  worms 
do  not.  Protect  from  cut  worms  by  putting  a paper  collar 
around  the  dahlia  stem  as  soon  as  the  stem  begins  to  show.  Try 
digging  Mr.  Cutworm  out. 

Look  for  cutworms  as  soon  as  the  sprouts  show  above  ground. 

Plant  pompons  2 by  2^>  feet  and  others  3 by  4 ft.  apart.  Keep 
the  soil  light  and  free  from  weeds.  Dahlias  enjoy  having  their 
foliage  sprayed  often.  Do  not  let  the  soil  dry  more  than  two 
inches  deep  and  do  not  keep  the  ground  wet  all  of  the  time. 
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Water  by  Miiakiiig-  a small  furrow  aad  running  the  water  in 
the  furrow  from  one  plant  to  anolheu.  \Ve  triiii  out  every  other 
branch  and  two  thirds  of  the  buds.  In  August  and  September 
keep  the  ground  covered  with  a heavy  mulch  of  stable  manure 
or  a small  handful  of  ground  bone  and  nitrate  of  soda,  four  parts 
bone  and  one  part  nitrate  of  soda.  Wood  ashes  are  god^,  or  g('t 
some  good  commercial  fertilizer  and  apply  a good  hapdful  every 
two  weeks,  beginning  late  in  August  and  con; inning  to  October. 

Grow  to  one  stalk  only.

TAENISHED  PLANT-BUG  ON  DAHLIAS. 

What  can  I do  to  prevent  an  insect  or  bug  from  working  in 
the  buds  of  my  Dahlias  just  before  the  flower  opens,  destroying 
or  injuring  the  bud  so  it  does  not  open  or  bloom?  I have  no- 
ticed for  three  or  four  years  our  Dahlias  would  have  plenty  of 
buds,  but  would  not  open  or  flower.  I found  an  insect  working 
in  the  bud  which  seemed  very  shy,  and  upon  being  disturbed, 
flew  away.  Last  year  from  50  plants,  had  only  five  flowers. 

The  maurader  is,  no  doubt,  the  Tarnished  plant-bug,  which  is 
extremely  destructive  to  Dahlias  in  some  localities.  Its  control 
is  difficult,  as  the  adults,  which  are  brown  and  dull  yellow, 
about  one-fifth  of  an  inch  long,  are  too  active  to  be  affected  by 
insecticides.  The  young  nymphs  may  be  killed  with  seven  ])er 
cent,  kerosene  emulsion  or  tobacco  extract.  The  only  other 
means  of  control  is  to  clear  up  and  burn  all  rubbish  in  the  Fall, 
as  the  bugs  hibernate  in  crop  remnants.  The  insect  pierces  the 
young  bud  shoots  and  sucks  the  sap.  The  shoots  are  blackened 
and  distorted,  and  the  injury  causes  new  side  shoots  to  form, 
which  often  suffer  the  same  way.  Where  flower  buds  develo]). 
they  are  blasted  or  one-sided.  Clean  up  all  rubbish  left  around 
the  garden  and  burn  it ; you  will  destroy  many  other  enemies 
besides  this  plant-bug.
